There are three issues she intends 
to focus most of her attention on if she 
is elected mayor. The first is what she 
referred to as "responsible spending," 
saying that local taxpayers seeing 
nearly a 30 per cent increase over the 
last three years is not acceptable in her 
opinion. 

"There is something wrong with 
this picture and we are not spending 
responsibly. We must learn to do more 
with less," she said. 

She also feels more needs to be 
done to create and sustain employ¬ 
ment opportunities in Greater Fort 
Erie, saying she has seen many busi- 

"In addition to attracting new busi¬ 
nesses to our town, we need to look at 
initiatives to retain existing business¬ 
es," said Noyes. 

The third focus she plans to take 
will be on improving services and 


infrastructure within the community, 
making Fort Erie a more desirable 
place for younger generations to stay 
in or return to after completing their 
post-secondary education. 

"For this to happen, there needs to 
be job opportunities, homes they can 
afford and a quality of life that our 
youth will find attractive," she said. 

She closed her speech by saying she 
has proven to work tirelessly for her 
constituents over the last 12 years and 
has become a strong, reliable voice for 
the people she represents. 

"I'm a person that works hard and 
treats everyone fairly." 

Mayor Doug Martin has not yet 
registered to run for a second term, 
saying he has been very busy "keeping 
the town on track" over the last few 
weeks and that he has not made an 
official decision yet. 

"There's a lot of time for me to 
make some sort of announcement if I 
want to," said Martin.

Several initiatives have been devel¬ 
oped this week to provide relief for 
Haiti. The Haitian Family 
Re unifi cation Fund co-ordinated by 
the Fort Erie Multicultural Centre, 
with the help of several other local 
organizations, is accepting donations 
to help Haitians living in Fort Erie 
reunite with family members. It is also 
the Multicultural Centre's plans to 
lobby the federal government, 
explaining why immigration efforts 


need to be accelerated and people suf¬ 
fering in Haiti can come to Canada for 
a better life with their families that are 
already here. 

Scheduled events include an inter¬ 
national relief day on Jan. 30th, to be 
held at the All Nations Mission Centre 
at 3397 Garrison Rd., a musicians 
night at the Crystal Chandelier on Feb. 
5th, hosted by Elton Lammie and a 
pasta night at the Italo-Canadian Club 
on Mar. 11th. 

Many other events are being 
planned by schools and churches. On 
Monday, Niagara Christian 
Community of Schools held an assem¬ 
bly, announcing its plans to raise 
money through Mission of Hope, a 
relief effort supporting Haiti. 

An interfaith church service will be 
held at the Leisureplex banquet hall 
on Feb. 6th from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. 


Skatepark remaining in same spot

The Fort Erie Skatepark isn't going 
anywhere. 

At Monday night's council meet¬ 
ing, local politicians revisited its deci¬ 
sion to locate the facility between 
Town Hall and the Fort Erie YMCA 
made two months ago, after a notice of 
motion to reconsider its location was 
made by Ward 5 Coun. Martha 
Lockwood at the previous coundl-in- 
committee meeting. The motion was 
defeated and the skatepark will 
remain where it was initially planned 
to be built. 

When council approved 'site C' in 
November it wasn't unanimously sup¬ 
ported, as some members of council 
were still concerned about some 
issues. These issues were still a great 
concern this Monday. There were 
three choices presented to council, all 
of them within the boundaries of the 
municipal centre. 

Ward 4 Coun. Tun Whitfield feels 
the chosen location will cause prob¬ 
lems in a few ways, but mostly with it 
being so close to Hwy. 3. 

After the meeting, the Ridgeway- 
Thunder Bay councillor said the safety 
of park users is his main concern and 
placing the facility so close to such a 
heavily travelled thoroughfare is 
"ridiculous.'' 

"How stupid is it to put a facility 
that's going to attract the youth of this 
community 35 feet away from a high¬ 
way and assume a four-foot ditch is 
going to keep them away?" 

He also mentioned how Town Hall, 
the Leisureplex and the YMCA are an 


important part of Fort Erie's identity 
and placing something like a 
skatepark at the forefront of the prop¬ 
erty, highly visible from Hwy. 3 is not 
the right way to go, in his opinion. 

"They're going to stick an abomina¬ 
tion in front of it... that's going to be 
covered in graffiti," he said. 

Niagara Regional Police (NRP) 
staff sergeant for the Fort Erie District 
Dave Hunter said the lines of commu¬ 
nication between the skatepark advi¬ 
sory committee and the NRP have 
been wide open for months. He said it 
is not a function of the police to deter¬ 
mine whether the site chosen is the 
most appropriate but addressing traf¬ 
fic safety issues is a crucial role for 

He said the reduction of the speed 
limit along Hwy. 3 in front of the park 
is an "option that is being considered" 
by the regional government and that 
police will continue to work with the 
Town and the skatepark committee to 
alleviate the concerns of residents and 
local politicians. 

"It's up to everybody to continue to 
communicate so we can have the best 
and safest products for the users of the 
park and the people of Fort Erie," said 

Fort Erie YMCA centre manager 
Sharon Schilz said the site is supported 
by the YMCA and that it looks for¬ 
ward to seeing more youth attracted to 
the area. She also said the YMCA 
trusts the decision made by council, 
pointing out that the skatepark com¬ 
mittee has provided many updates 
with its research and plans for the 
facility. 

"They've been absolutely wonder¬ 
ful, keeping us involved through the 
whole process," said Schilz.

Skateboarders capable of becoming outstanding citizens

Skateboarding might be consid¬ 
ered an unusual and unconventional 
sport... but there's no reason to dis¬ 
criminate against those who are 
extremely passionate about it. 

With the Town getting ready to 
build a skatepark, there has been 
plenty of discussion about what the 
facility will provide for young resi¬ 
dents and how it will affect everyone 
else. In my opinion, this is something 
I would have been ecstatic about 
back in the day when I was an avid 
skateboarder and would have to 
resort to using parking lots as a 
venue to practice the craft. Although 
it was many years ago, I vividly recall 
being politely asked to "take it else¬ 
where" by property owners who 
Erie TIMES Saturday, January 23, 


likely thought we were also there to 
cause trouble and "get up to no 
good." 

That wasn't slightly true at all and 
most of the time a parent of myself 
or one of my friends was nearby 
supervising us and would often pro¬ 
vide transportation for us to do what 
we love. If the idea of a skatepark 
was being considered then, back in 
the early 1990s, I would probably still 
be practicing today but since I felt 
like I was doing something wrong 
every time I attempted a trick some¬ 
where other than in my parents' 
driveway, I gave it up. I will admit 
that my interest in hockey and base¬ 
ball did take over, probably because 
there was more opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in those sports around town 
and it was considered to be more 
normal or acceptable by my elders. 

Still to this day, I hear comments 
from people saying the skatepark is 
going to be riddled with troublemak¬ 
ers just looking for a place to "hang 
out." I'm sure there this will prove to 
be true but not on the scale that 
some are predicting. The stigma that 
skateboarders are rebellious and 
ready to cause problems needs to be 
re-examined by those who feel that

At Monday's council meeting, a 
delegate in support of the skatepark 
made some very interesting com¬ 
ments that I need to mention. He 
appeared to be in his 40's and said he 
is still very enthusiastic about the 
sport, especially considering his two 
young children are both very pas¬ 
sionate about it. He reminisced 
about his time as a skateboarding 
youth in Stevensville and how he and 
his friends would have to resort to 
using a parking lot behind a local 
convenience store to practice. He 
was asked if he fit into the category 
of those who also caused a little bit 
of trouble while working on new 
tricks. He responded by saying that 
absolutely was not the case and that 
many of his fellow skaters grew up to 
become outstanding citizens, refer¬ 
ring to his own life and how he 
earned a degree in psychology when 
he left Stevensville. 

This is a perfect example of how 
skateboarders are discriminated 
against and most of them are well 
educated and responsible individuals 
who have never been involved in any 
mischievous activity. I'm not saying 
this is the case for everyone who has 
ridden a skateboard, but this exam¬ 
ple is something people need to con¬ 


sider. I’m sure there are many kids 
who have misbehaved in the dressing 
room before a hockey game...but 
you don't hear people assuming 
hockey players are troublemakers. 

I grew up attempting kick-flips 
and riding ramps...and I think it's 
safe to say that I turned out OK. 

Skateboarding is a sport that 
doesn't instill the importance of 
competition but provides vast oppor¬ 
tunity for individualism. The dele¬ 
gate pointed out how skaters are 
notorious for congratulating one 
another when they complete a new 
trick without falling and support one 
another in everything they do. 

We've all heard about parents and 
coaches crushing the spirits of young 
hockey and baseball players because

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Fort Erie's Oldest Funeral Home becomes 



Exciting changes are happening at Fort Erie’s oldest funeral home. As 
new decade begins Hammond-Davidson Funeral Home (formerly Davidson 
Funeral Home) has a new name, new faces and will have a new upgraded 
look. As of January 15 the familiar building on Wintemute Street will serve 
the community through its managing Funeral Director Karl Hammond. 

The home had a modest beginning at the turn of the century when the 
Attwood family opened their establishment on Dufferin Street just one 
block up from the Niagara River.

Larry Williams and John Croal (presently Rev. Croal of the Roman Catholic Diocese of 
St. Catharines). The Baechlers were very active in the community and even played a 
role in the founding of Niagara’s Brock University. 

In 1972 the Baechlers decided to retire and Allan Davidson acquired the funeral home. 
Mr. Davidson also owned a funeral home in Port Colbome and Welland. Through 
1988 and 1989 the building underwent extensive renovations which saw, among other 
changes, the old red brick home removed from the property and a modem chapel 
constructed in its place.

Peace Bridge in good condition, says Rienas 


Town gets slots 
revenue from OLG

“The bridge is safe and it’s 
well maintained.” 

That’s the message Peace 
Bridge Authority (PBA) gener¬ 
al manager Ron Rienas wants 
to make dear to anyone who 
uses the Peace Bridge. 

This statement comes after 
New York State Controller 
Thomas DiNapoli issued a 
media release saying the 83- 
year-old international border 
crossing connecting Fort Erie to 
Buffalo is one of 93 bridges 
across New York that has a sub- 
par safety rating. 

DiNapoli’s report gave the 
Peace Bridge a condition rating 
of 3.323 out of a maximum 
seven points. That rating is simi¬ 


lar to the one given to the Lake 
Champlain bridge which was 
closed and then demolished at 
the end of 2009 for safety rea¬ 
sons. 

Rienas said he was frustrated 
with the report, claiming it is an 
unfair assessment. 

“The bridge is made up of 49 
spans and only one of them 
received a rating of three while 
the others are rated four or five. 
The use of the lowest rating 
does not accurately show the 
overall health.” 

He said the report is a misin¬ 
terpretation of the bridge’s sta- 

“First of ah, the [comptrol¬ 
ler’s office] never called us to 
verify the facts. They also must 
have not read the report thor¬ 
oughly.” 

The 2009 inspection report 
executive summary states, “the 


overall structural condition of 
the Peace Bridge is generally 
satisfactory to good,” and over 
the past five years, ah joints and 
bearings have been replaced 
along the approach and main 
spans of the bridge. 

These repairs helped lead to 
the Peace Bridge receiving a 55 
out of 55 for structural adequa¬ 
cy and safety. 

According to the New York 
State bridge inspection manual, 
there are 19 categories used to 
evaluate the condition of a 
bridge and the lowest-rated 
span is used in the calculation. 
Those categories include non- 
structural elements such as 
curbs, sidewalks, joints and 
wearing surface which are a sig¬ 
nificant factor in assessing 
bridge condition, but have little 
bearing on bridge safety or 
capacity, stated the PBA in a 


letter written to Minister of 
Transport John Baird. 

The span given the lowest 
rating is a small, 21-foot con¬ 
crete vault in the U.S. plaza 
which has no significant bearing 
on the bridge as a whole. 

Rienas said the Peace Bridge 
Authority (PBA) conducts its 
own comprehensive, annual 
inspection using independent 
and qualified engineering firms. 
That inspection is done to 
address and correct any poten¬ 
tial future deficiencies. 

He did recognize, however, 
the bridge would have to under¬ 
go some major repairs once a 
new bridge is built, but only to 
prolong the existing span’s life. 
The PBA has stated it wants to 
replace the bridge deck and do 
some seismic analysis retro¬ 
fitting, steel strengthening and 
painting. 


On Wednesday, The Town of Fort

The 74-year-old former volunteer 
firefighter, General Motors worker 
and family man spends most of his 
days sleeping. For the few precious 
moments Nancy, 68, is able to spend 
time with Jim awake, she is making 
sure he eats, drinks and does the nor¬ 
mal everyday things we take for 
granted. 

But when it came to making a 
decision to keep him with her or to 
place him in a nursing home, Nancy 
said there was no decision at all. 

“I wasn’t going to let him go. 
We’ve been married for 26 years and 
I love him with all my heart.” 

The love she shares with Jim actu¬ 
ally inspired her to build a new 
house on her farming property in 
Stevensville. The new home is suited 
for the couple by only having one 
floor, wide doorways and scratch 
resistant flooring. She said family 
and friends check up on the two and 
always lend to offer a helping hand 
whenever they need it. 

Since January is Alzheimer 
Awareness Month, Nancy said she 
felt her voice should be heard. A 
new report has stated every five 
minutes someone in Canada devel¬ 
ops dementia and she wants to let 
those families know they are not 

“There’s all kinds of help out 


there for families who have someone 
suffering with the disease,” she said, 
specifically mentioning her church 
and the March of Dimes - 
she went to and asked for 
assistance. 

She said each day presents a new 
challenge. 

“Everyday is different. I never 
know how he’s going to be,” she said, 
choking back tears. “I just try to 
keep things happy and not become 
frustrated because you never know 
what tomorrow will bring.” 

She said she sees the condition 
slowly getting worse but takes every¬ 
day with a grain of salt and tries to 
focus on the positive things in life. 

“I have a strong support system 
around me, but it is hard to see him 
like this. It’s hard to see your love 
not understanding what’s going on 
around them.” 

Nancy also feels the emergency 
room at Douglas Memorial needs to 
be re-opened. In the past, she relied 
on the Bertie Street hospital to save 
her husband’s life after he suffered 
numerous strokes. 

Now, the closest hospital is in 
Niagara Falls or Welland, which 
makes things more difficult. 

Still, she keeps her head held 
high. 

“It’s never too much and I want to 
be with him every step of the way.” 

Over the next 30 years, the num¬ 
ber of people living with dementia is 
predicted to more than double, states 
the Alzheimer Society of Canada’s 
website.
